Peace Threatened. 

Another incident which at the time 
threatened international complications 
and which caused the final withdrawal 
of the Russians was the murder of 
the Russian delegate Vorinofsky, who 
was killed by a young Swiss officer 
in the streets of Lausanne. The 
soviet delegation held the Swiss gov- 


tection accorded to all delegates and 
the Swiss officer had been animated 
by personal hatred against the Rus- 
sian. | 

The Lausanne conference ends the 
war between ‘Turkey and Greece. 
which -has flared up from first dur- 
ing the Bulkan crisis of 1912-1913 and 
later during the Great War when 
Greece ranged herself on the side of 
the Allies. After the conclusion of 
the Treaty of Sevres between France 
und Britain on the one side and Tur- 
key on tie other side, the Greeks 
started their adventurous dreams of 
an imperial Hellas in Asia Minor.

fourth judicial district court presided 
Over by Judge D. J. Leahy. 

In the libel action Magee had been 


In Judge Leahy’s court last week, 
the editor was adjudged guilty of con- 
tempt on seven counts and sentenced 
to 360 days in jail. Fines amount- 
ing to $4,050 were assessed against 
the Magee Publishing company, co- 
defendant, for the publishing and cir- 
culation of editorials which the court 
held were in contempt. 


_ Commenting on his action in issu- 
ing the pardons, Governor Hinkle said 
that the indictment on which Magee 
was tried for libel was obtained “with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the

CLERKS TO SORT MAIL 
IN SPEEDING AIRPLANE 


London, July 16—A “flying mail 
train” is the latest type of airplane 
to be developed in England. 

In the plane’s mail-chamber, says 
the Daily Chronicle’s aeronautical ex- 
pert, sorters will be able to carry 
on their work just as they might in 


a railway mail-train. It will have 
a radius of 2,000 miles and will be 
able to stay in the air 24 hours with- 
out alighting. The crew in charge 
will be provided with regular sleep- 
ing quarters on board. They will, in 
fact, work in shifts while in the air. 
some of them sleeping while others 
are on duty in the control-chamber. 

If necessary, when flying fic night 
or immersed in fog or cloud, the crew 
will be able to bring into play mech- 
anisms which will endow the craft 
with the power of automatic self- 
balance. The machine will virtually 
fly itself, and all the helmsman will 
have to do will be to keep it on a 
compass course by means of the 
rudder.

Wathen and E. C, Kennedy, both of 
Louisville; William A. Sadler, former- 
ly of Chicago, but now living in 
Canada; John J. MeLaughlin and 
Matthew Weydert, of Chicago. 

According to a statement made by 
the United States district attorney the 
indictments were returned by the June 
grand jury, but were suppressed in 
order to apprehend Sadler. He was 
brought to Chicago last night by reve- 
nue agents. 

McLaughlin, according to the dis- 
trict attorney’s statement, made ap- 
plicaton for a permit to ship the 
whisky. He failed to get it and a 
forged permit was used. 

Sadler, according to the indictment, 
received $20,000 for his part in the 
deal and McLaughlin $10,000. The 
indictment alleges that the liqyor was 
obtained from Wathen and Kefinedy. 

The remaining men mentioned in the 
indictment are, for the most parf, 
drivers of the trucks that were ap- 
prehended after they had been loaded 
with whisky.

PEAK OF RADICALISM. _ 


Some of the tax remedies pro- 
posed to cure Georgia’s revenue ills 
are infinitely worse than the disease. 
They appear to be based upon the 


idea that a quick execution is bet-4 


ter than a long convalescence; and 
they unwittingly propose to kill 
Georgia, and thus stop all the wor- 
rying. 

One of the most radical of these 
is the proposed amendment that 
Representative Bussey has intro- 
duced. 

It at least has the virtue of direct- 
ness for it proposes to shut the 
door of every industry in the state, 
scrap the utilities, and close up the 
banks, all at one stroke; and it does 
not equivocate or side-step the 
frank and open plan for doing so. 

Of course Mr. Bussey doesn’t in- 
tend deliberately to do all of these 
things. On the contrary, perhaps, 
he may argue that his measure will 
have a constructive rather than a 
destructive tendency. 

However this may be, any analyst 
of legislative radicalism in_ this 
country will immediately concede to 
the gentleman from Crisp a pre- 
eminence in authorship that makes 
La Follette and Shipstead and the 
_Non-Partisan leaguers of the Dako- 
tas look like pikers. 

Mr. Bussey proposes the partial 
abolition of the state ad valorem, 
and the substitution not only of a 
5 per cent limit general income tax, 
but a new ad valorem tax of 25 
njills upon the properties of all rail- 
road and public service corpora- 
tfons, plus an additional tax of 
‘from i to 2 per cent upon the 
ggoss receipts of such corpora- 
tions ;” and then swings around to 
hanks with a 1 per cent tax on capi- 
t¥i; and to insurance and bond com- 
Panies with a 112 per cent on gross 
Hemiums; and so on. 

Wit is unnecessary to discuss the 
merits, or rather demerits, of this 
proposal. Georgia is not a state of 
secialism. The legislators have not 
(allowed wildly after the I. W. W.’s 
that have cursed some sections of 
the immigrant northwest. 
= Of course the Georgia legislature 
will not tolerate any proposal that 
will tear up the rails of every utility 
Ifhe in Georgia, and close the doors 
df every factory. 

* Georgia has tax troubles. She 
needs a sound and conservative re- 

ion of her present system. But 
she will not tolerate any proposal 
that will penalize progress and stifle 
dévelopment. 

~The Bussey bill would kill Geor-- 

ia, and turn every Georgia farm 
imto weed fields in less than five 
years. 

“It is important to approach this 
tax problem with a sincere and un- 
selfish determination to help Geor- 
gia and to help all elements of 
Georgians. 

“If politics and prejudices are per- 
mitted to become factors in the tax 
deliberations, the result will be to 
put the state deeper “in the hole” 
than it has already been pushed by 
afi outgrown tax system.

This will be a hardship on the 
great majority of automobile own- 
ers who are careful and who em- 
ploy careful and dependable drivers 
in order to help protect the public 
from the menace of the reckless and 
irresponsible owner or driver, but 
it is one of those cases where the 
many must suffer for the sins of 
the few in order to rectify, in part 
at least, an unbearable condition. 

It is to be hoped such a law will 
not become necessary, but it is im- 
perative that the traffic laws be 
rigidly enforced, and before this 
legislature adjourns the minimum 
penalties should be so fixed that 
immunities from punishment may 
not be secured from the trial 
judges. 

When a car driver or chauffeur 
has been adjudged guilty of reck- 
less driving, or driving under the 
influence of liquor, or of any major 
offense against traffic laws by which 
lives and limbs of others are men- 
aced, he should not only be pun- 
ished, according to law, but should 
be prohibited by law from driving 
a car again, of his own or for anoth- 
er, for a fixed period of time. And 
this legal inhibition should have 
teeth enough to punish severely in 
case of violation.

Progress of Memorial 


ToT radition of South 
Is Told by Borglum 


A graphic description of the work 
now in progress of transforn.ing Stone 
mountain into a collosal monument 
depicting the famous characters of the 
Confederacy, was related to the Geor- 
gia general assembly in joint session 
by Gutson Borglum, noted sculptor in 
charge of the work, Monday morning. 

Mr. Borg!um, who was recently ex- 
tended an invitation to speak to a 
joint session of both houses, was ac- 
corded a warm welcome upon his ap# 
pearance beside the speaker's stand in 
the hall of the house of representa- 
tives. 

He described with eloquence the 
plans to chisel out of mountain side 
the figures of Confederate forces 
marching in review before General 
Robert E. Lee, General Stonewall 
Jackson and other leaders of the 
southern army. 

At the base of the mountain a great 
memorial hall with an extended wind- 
ing stair leading from the bottom to 
the top of the precipice, will be chisled, 
this feature to commemorate the wo- 
men of the south during the Civil War 
period. 

Mr. Borglum explained the plans to 
construct a vast granite amphitheater 
at the mountain’s base, which he de- 
scribed as a natural sounding board 
of immence amplifying power. At 


the conclusion of his address he re- 
ceived an ovation from assemblage.

New York, June 16.—Almost the 
final touch of the Bowery’s old 
glamour is to be seen in the scarred 
old barber shops that somehow sur- 
vive the sweep of prozress. There are 
three that have signs in their window 
reading: “Cupping Done Here!” 

Outside are the old-time barber 

poles which symbolize the  blood- 
stained surgeon's pandage. The bar- 
ber-surgeons are’ under board. of 
health regulations. and can make no 
incisions, but must resort to what 
surgical science knows as “dry cup- 
ping.” 
There are hundreds of people on the 
Bowery who have faith in blood-let- 
ting. They go to be “cupped” for 
headaches, colds and rheumatism. 
Blood is drawn from inflamed parts 
by a vacuum. It is said to be quite 
painless, 

In such shops only the head barber 
is permitted to “cup.” He is rather 
scholarly and scientific-looking, with 
Vandrked beard, heavy-rimmed glass- 
es and white linen suit. The charge 
is from $2 to $5, and there are no 
charge accounts, The Bowery clings 
to ancient suspicions. 

The proprietors are usually from 
Poland or Italy, where the barber is 
still recognized as a surgeon, When 
the Bowery was a two-fisted fighting 
street of swinging doors and tiny 
pianos, every barber advertised sorfle 
cure or other for “black eyes.” 

“Shiner” Kelley, .wlko won his so- 
briquet by his ability to “unmouse” 
the eye, had an upstaivs room over a 
drug store a few paces from Me- 
Guirk’s Suicide hall, and employed 
two assistants. In the early morning 
he used to treat as many as fifty 
patients who had run afoul of bung- 
starter or bouncer’s hnuckles fn the 
roaring street. 

Now the “black eve’ is mostly in- 
digenous to Broadway, and is col- 
lected by young collegians who have 
come to town to whoop things up and 
receive a back-hand slan from some

HEALTH TALKS

IN THE VERNACULAR. 


own medicine because of my obstinate 
insistence on the term coryza (co- 
ryz-ah) the accent on the eye, in place 
of the popular “cold in the head.” It 
seems that everybody knows just what 
“cold in the head’’ means, just what 
causes it and e-erytbing; for me to 
insist that it be called any other name 
is merely to confuse the laity. I plead 
not guilty, with extermination. My 
base motive is to prevent confusion 
of the laity. ' 

If the term “cold,” as popularly em- 
ployed, referred exclusively to the dis- 
ease or ailment which I insist on call- 
ing coryza, it wouldn't be so objec- 
tionable, though it is certainly mis- 
leading, since the disease is an infec- 
tious or communicable one, and has 
no bearing upon exposure to cold. 
But, unfortunately, the term “cold” 
includes a whole series of diseases, not 
alone of the upper part of the breath- 
ing tract, but some verv serious sys- 
temic diseases as well (such as pneu- 
monia, measles, influenza); when such 
diseases are permitted to masquerade 
or to gain headway under the name o! 
“a cold.” it is high time to discard 
that misleading term, in my judg- 
ment. 

I have just learned, after severa! 
years of utter ignorance, that “weak 
ankles” in the vernacular stands for 
pronation in the medical. I suppose 
this will seem foolish to those who 
happen to know. But it is a fact that 
I have never, until now, realized that 
what folks meant when they com- 
plained of “weak ankles,” although 1 
bave always had a working knowledge 
of pronation. This goes to show bow 
deep the chasm is between medica! 
parlance and the vernacular, and how 


greatly we need in our technica! 
training a.course in vernacular medi- 
cine. We need it in order to under- 
stand the patient’s history. We need 
it quite as much as the man in the 
street needs a little dash of scientific 
information concerning health and 
other matters of welfare. 

Just what does the layman mear 
when he complains that his “blood 
is impure,,” or that he wants some- 
thing to “clear the complexion?” I 
am not quite sure, yet. but I begin to 
suspect he meaus he has some pim-

ples he'd like to get rid of. Perhaps he 
sometimes means he wants something 
to improve a muddy complexion.

To the lay- 
man it sounds like a general breaking 
of the bones, but the term really 
means any break or fracture which 
has communication with the surface, 
through a wound of skin or mucous 
membrane, which entails the addi- 
tional risk of infection. When does 
a broken bone “knit’’—on the ninth 
day? No, it begins “knitting” imme- 
diately after the iniurv and continues 
knitting at an even pace each day for 
several weeks.

HEAVY SEI-BAGK 


Chicago, July 16.—Every future ée- 
livery of wheat sold today at less 
than $1 a bushel, the first occasion 


since 1914 that the December delivery 
has done so at this time of the year. 
Increasing arrivals of newly harvested 
wheat were largely responsible for the 
fresh setback in values. The markct 
closed heavy, 1 1-4 to 1 3-4 cents ret 
lower, with September 96 1-2 to 
96 5-8 cents and December 29 3-4 to 
99 7-8. Corn finished unchanged to 
1-2 to 5-8 off, oats 1-8 to 1-4 to 33 
cents down, and provisions varying 
from 15 cents decline to 5 cents ad- 
vance. 

Persistent hedging sales, together 
with much enlarged country offerings 
of wheat to arrive here, had a deci:- 
edly. bearish effect on the wheat mar- 
ket almost from the outset, and soon 
resulted in new Jow price records for 
the season. Weakness in the Liver 
pool market, together with pessimism 
brought about by Premier Poincare’s 
talk coneerning French relations with 
Germany, tended also to act as a 
weight on values, notwithstanding 
French denials that his statements 
were to be looked upon as rejecting 
in advance the plans to be proposed 
by Great Britain to settle the Ruhr 
problem. 

suying failed to broaden = suffici 
ently to absorb the increased offer- 
ings in the wheat market here, and 
export demand at the seaboard waa 
said to be poor, only 300,000 bushels 
being acknowledged to have been 
sold abroad.
